M. Charman; Our distinctive policy is the 
necessity Of a dissolution of the Ainerican Union, 
inurder to the abolition of slavery: and although 


the subjecthas been very thoroughly discusse 


today, yet I trust the audience, some of whom, 
perhaps, may not have been in attendance during 
the morning and afternoon sessions, will tolerate 
somefurther remarks from me, because,—if for 
no other reason,—in my Opinion, it is the one 
essential point of the anti-slavery movement— 
the one principle which needs to be firmly fixed, 


cut of which conduct and purpose and system 


must grow. 


In the first place, I would clear away some of 
the mistakes, as it seems to me, which have been 
nade in the objections urged against the doctrine 


of Disunion. This is an Anti-Slavery Society. 


Weare bound, therefore, to show that the dissolu- 


tionof the American Union is a measure leading 
to the Abolition of slavery, I think we are bound 
to show more than that :—we are bound to show 
that itis not only probably to lead in that direction 


}ut that itis an essential preliminary to the abuli- 


tion of slavery. or at least the only probable meta- 
odof ending it. Noman hasa right to disturb 
the government of his country, even by discuss- 
jon, unless for grave reasons. The abolition of 
slavery is the one thing sufficient to justify a move- 
went to reud these States asunder. We lave noth- 
ing wo do here tojbenefit thewhite man ; we are not 
here tu protect ourselves; we are not here to hong: 
Massachusetts; we are nut here to raise her t 

the higher level of a safe government; we are not 
here to criticise thechurches of Massachusetts ii 
order that they may be better religious institution 
for us—that may be a very good purpose for indi- 
viduals, and for other organizations, but mot fo 
us. Our purpose is single—the Afolifica of Slee 

ry. The only aim, therefore, for which we can 
critivise the condition of Massachusects churches, 
Massachusetts polities, or Massachusetts govern 
ment, isin order to remoddie and direct in such a 
way as will secure the abolition of slavery. Ihave 
not demonstrated my problem, if I donot show 
that L must abvulish this Union first, in order t 








get the means to abolish slavery. We do not tear 


down merely because we ou rselees are trodden 
down. Patriotism might dictate that—many othe: 
motives—pbut not anti-slavery motives. J tear the 


parchment of the Union asun ler because it stands,

the object of all this discussion is patience with 
our brethren of the community, to endeavor t 
irag them up, or down, to the right, or to the lett 
t) vur own position—te convince them. Wii 
have we done? Argued, or tried to argue, this 
question, Weare as patient with the community 
as itis possible for men thoroughly convinced to 
be. That is why we devote day and night, allou: 
energies, our purses, our voices, our lives, to the 
inculeation of the doctrine which has been brought 
home to our convietions. We do fnot suppose or 
expect that a community like this will receive so 
retical a doctrine toJerautly, mach less gratetally. 
We presuppose from the beginnéng that it will 
ereate repulsion ; that in many minds it) will close 
the door alinost against argument, that ethers will 
listen to it hesitatingly, falteringly. Jack says 
tlatacat,even if she be most kindly, mever ap 
proavhes you in astraight line—she comes up side 
Ways turning round your stupidities, rubbing 
aginst your antipathies ; and when she reaches 
you, perhans she begins to serateh.

In a recent work, a “ Diary in Turkish and Greek 
Waters,” by the Earle of Carlisle, formerly Lord 
Morpethe, under which latter name he visited the 
United States in ]41-2, we find the following com- 
parison between the Rhine and the Hudson, which, 
coming from a competent head, is worthy of note: 


* Jeune Gth.--Started to ascend the Rhine. I 
will not invade the province of poets, tourists, and 
hand-books, by :

‘Then, the vineyards on 
the Rhine, though not strictly a beautiful feature, 
give an air, at least an idea, of genial animation 
to the steep slopes and narrow cliffs in which they 
are imbedded. So much on the side of the Rhine.

outline of the Hudson are finer; but the great 
point of superiority is the look of movement on 
the river itself; every one of its varied reaches is 
sure of being at all times spangled with white 
sails: whereas I felt quite astonished at the smail 
appearance of traffic on the Rhine. I had always 
looked upon itas the great highway of all the 
German nations, for the tells of which free cities 
and powerful leagues had competed, and States 
and Empires protoccled and fought; but one of the 
large timber-rafts, and a few steamers of very 
narrow girth, were all I saw to-day, to eomnete 
with all the life and Lusiness that swarm onthe 
Iludsongghe Thames or the Clyde,”
